laying them is rights-of-way for 
flood channels. 
In the Palm Canyon project,

Stage Set for Legal Battle 


Over Desert Zoning Law 


In Federal District Court 
The stage was set today for the 
legal battle over the P a l m 
Springs desert zoning measure in 
Federal Judge Jacob Weinber­ 
ger’s court in Los Angeles with 
the filing of the county’s answer 
to S. A. Guiberson's complaint 
last week. 
Guiberson, who proposes to 
build a cement plant northwest 
of town, had sued to nullify the 
ordinance which went into ef­ 
fect Sept. 19. 
The county’s answer signed by 
supervisors last Monday and 
filed Tuesday, was a complete 
denial of Guiberson's claims 
even to the Texas citizenship he 
claims. 
Guiberson’s estimate of his 
investment near here in cement 
deposits was attacked as was his 
statement of property rights. 


The contention that the plant 
was needed to overcome a cement 
shortage was denied with the 
statement that there was, in­ 
stead, a cement surplus. 
The court was asked to deny 
Guiberson a judgment a n d 
award the county a sum to meet 
the expenses it had incurred in 
fighting the suit.
